A  SERMON. 
the  four  lepers. 

BV  THORNTON,  2d. 

«  We  Ho  not  well ;  this  day  is  a  day  of  glad  tidings,  and 

bold  our  peace!”  2  Kings  vii:  9. 

Our  coniexl  informs  us  that  the  Syrian  king 
nd  his  armies  had  gone  up  and  bcseiged  Samaria, 
f  llthe  citizens  were  reduced  to  wretchedness  and 
tioo.  In  th'®  dismal  state  ef  things,  four 
us  men,  who,  on  account  of  their  disease, 
wert  required  by  the  Jewish  law  to  remain  with¬ 
out  the  city,  and  being  near  perishing  from  hun¬ 
ger  formed  the  resolution  to  go  over  unto  their 
eoemies.  “  Why  sit  we  here  till  we  die,"  said 
one  to  another;  *•  if  we  say  we  will  enter  into  the 
city,  then  the  famine  is  in  the  city,  and  we  shall 
dte  there;  and  if  we  sit  still  here,  we  die  also, 
fjow  therefore  come,  and  let  us  fall  unto  the  host 
of  the  Syrians ;  if  they  save  us  alive,  we  shall 
lire;  if  they  kill  us,  we  shall  but  die."  So  they 
arose  and  went ;  and  in  the  mean  lime,  the  Lord 
Closed  the  host  of  the  Syrians  to  hear  a  noise  of 
chariots,  and  a  noise  of  hoises,  even  the  noise  of  a 
great  host ;  and  imagining  that  the  king  of  Israel 
Ld  hired  all  the  surrounding  nations  to  come 
upon  them ;  they  arose  and  fled  in  the  twilight, 
•leaving  their  tents,  and  their  horses,  and  the 
tamp  as  it  was.  Then  came  these  Icperous  men 
to  the  Syrian  camp  ;  and  finding  no  man  there, 
“they  went  into  one  tent  anfl  did  e'dt  aud  drink, 
and  carried  thence  silver  and  gold  and  raiment, 
and  went  and  hid  it ;"  and  came  again  and  enter¬ 
ed  into  another  tent  and  did  likewise  ;  till  reflect- 
iogonlhc  abundant  supply  of  rich  provisions, 
ebieb  God  in  his  providence  had  given  them, 
lad  the  perishing  condition  of  their  fellow-citi- 
seoi,  they  formed  the  resolution  and  uttered  the 
words  recorded  in  our  text :  "  We  do  not  well ; 
this  day  ia  a  day  of  glad  tidings,  and  we  hold  our 
peace."  They  accordingly  went  and  gave  infor- 
natioD  to  the  porters  of  the  city,  and  the  king’s 
hosiehold  within. 

1. 1  have  called  your  attention  to  this  subject 
not  in  consequence  of  any  bidden  or  mysterious 
meauiDg,  'which  I  have  spiritually  discerned, 
batfiom  the  moinl  lesson  it  contains  and  incul- 
atea.  If  I  mistake  not,  it  ia  illuatrative  of  the 
wretchedness  of  transgressors,  the  rich  provisions 
ofOoapel  grace,  and  our  obligationa  to  make  this 
fioapel  known  to  our  fellow  creatures.  I  only 
ilk  you  to  receive  it  as  a  history,  conveying  use¬ 
ful  precepts  for  correction,  instruction,  and  re- 
prsef.  To  these  points  then  permit  me  to  invite 
four  attention. 

1.  The  wretched  and  perishing  condition  of 
■hs  Samaritans  may  represcut  the  state  of  sinners. 
Were  the  Samaritans  perishing  with  famine  ?  So 
is  ibe  sinner.  He  has  wandered  from  the  home 
•This  soul  into  the  desert  regions  of  sin  and  ini- 
f»<y.  Like  the  prodigal  in  the  parable,  he  has 
ipsot  hie  substance  in  riotous  living  and  is  now 
is  want.  Oh.  what  are  the  consequences  of  his 
isiqnitous  course  ?  Is  it  pence,  and  rest,  and 
kappinew  I  No,  no  ;  there  is  no  pleasure  in  trans- 
(rcision— there  is  no  enjoyment  in  iniquity.  The 
siyiofsin  are  gall  and  wormwood,  and  all  her 
init  itflerness  of  soul.  Suiely,  the  sinner  fain- 
for  the  bread  of  life. 

The  day  of  glad  tidings  may  represent  the 
day.  Gospel,  signifies  good  news — glad 
tidmgs.  The  Samaritans  were  engulphed  in 
■triehedness  and  perishing  with  famine :  God 
Ptovlded  an  abiindaot  supply  for  their  wants,  and 
>he  tidings  by  the  lepers.  So  God  first  an-  ^ 


nounced  the  Gospel  of  our  salvation  to  the  shep¬ 
herds  of  Judea  :  "Fear  not;  for  behold,  I  bring 
|yun  good  tidiiigsof  great  joy,  which  shall  be  unto 
I  all  people."  The  tidings  of  the  lefiers  was,  that 
I  they  had  found  provisions  and  treasures  in  the  Sy- 
l|  rian  camp  ;  but  the  fishermeu  aud  publicans  of 
I J udea  had  greater,  better,  and  more  glorious  news 
to  proclaim:  "We  have  found  him  of  whom 
Moses  in  the  law  and  the  prophets  did  write ; 
Jes'js  of  Nazareth  the  son  of  Joseph."  Nathan¬ 
iel  said  to  Philip,  "  Can  any  thing  good  come 
out  of  Nazareth  ?”  In  like  manner  the  Samari¬ 
tans,  on  receiving  the  tidings  of  the  leprous  men, 
were  intent  to  inquire  if  good  could  come  from 
the  enemy’s  camp.  The  king  even  arises,  and 
says  to  his  servants,  "  I  will  now  show  you  what 
the  Syrians  have  done  to  us.  They  know  that 
we  be  hungry,  therefore  are  they  gone  out  of  the 
camp  to  hide  themselves  in  the  field,  saying,  when 
they  come  out  of  the  city,  we  shall  catch  them 
alive,  and  get  into  the  city."  But  there  was  one 
who  advised  him  to  “  send  and  see."  Does  a 
doubting  Nathaniel  ask,  "  Can  any  thing  good 
come  out  of  Nazareth  ?"  Philip  saith  unto  him, 
"  Come  and  see." 

The  Samaritans  would  not  have  doubled  had 
the  tidings  been  that  God  bad  made  windows  in 
heaven,  and  lained  bread  unto  them.  The  Jews 
would  have  believed  in  Christ  had  be  been  born 
in  pompous  spleodor,  and  in  some  great  city  ;  but 
out  of  Nazareth  !  it  can  not  be.  So  the  news  of 
God’s  great  salvation  is  doubted  by  many  in  the 
present  day.  Do  we  say  that  all  mankind  will 
be  saved  from  spiritual  starvation  and  eternal 
death?  The  answer  is:  That  can  not  be  ;  it  is 
too  good  news  to  be  true.  It  is  a  device  of  the 
euemy  of  souls,  to  lead  us  ou  to  eternal  ruin.  He 
knows  that  we  be  hungry,  therefore  has  be  hid 
himself  in  the  pleasing  doctrine,  that  he  may 
catch  us  alive  and  eet  into  the  city.  Samarifans. 
oh,  "  send  and  see."  "  Out  of  Galilee  there  aris- 
eth  no  prophet  I"  Children  of  Jacob,  “  Come  and 
see."  Fiiends,  do  you  doubt  the  universal  good¬ 
ness  and  tender  mercies  of  our  God  ?  Taste,  oh, 
taste  and  see. 

The  sinner  is  in  bondage,  disease  and  death. 
The  Gospel  is  liberty  to  the  captives,  health  to 
the  sick,  and  life  to  the  dead.  It  is  bread  unto 
the  hungry,  and  drink  to  the  thirsty. 

“  Ho,  ye  that  pant  for  living  atreams, 

And  pine  away  and  die; 

Here  you  may  quench  your  rasing  thirat, 

Witli  iprings  that  never  dry.” 

The  lepers  found  an  abundance  for  all  the  citi¬ 
zens  of  Samaria,  but  here  iS  an  abundance  for  the 
whole  world.  Jesus  said,  "  I  am  the  living  bread 
which  came  down  from  heaven.  If  any  maa  eat 
of  this  bread,  he  shall  live  forevei :  and  the  bread 
which  I  will  give  is  my  flesh ;  which  I  will  give 
for  the  life  of  the  world." 

Do  you  doubt  the  quantity  ?  Are  you  afraid 
there  is  not  enough  for  all  ?  So  did  his  disciples. 
When  five  thousand  had  followed  him  into  the 
desert  country,  and  climbed  the  mountain’s  rug¬ 
ged  side,  to  hear  his  doctrine,  and  see  his  mira¬ 
cles ;  and  had  been  all  day  without  food,  he  di¬ 
rected  his  disciples  to  feed  them.  But  whence 
should  they  procure  food  to  feast  so  great  a 
multitude  f  One  saith,  two  hundred  2>e‘finyworrh 
of  bread  is  not  sufficient  for  them,  that  every  one 
may  take  a  little  !  Another  saith.  There  is  a 
lad  here  which  hath  five  barley  loaves  and  two 
small  fishes,  but  what  arc  they  amoog  so  many! 
Jesus  said,  "Make  the  men  sit  down."  They 
did  so ;  and  the  bread  was  divided  among  them. 
What  think  ye  ?  Could  the  tenth  'part  of  them 


obtain  a  crumb  ?  There  was  only  five  barley 
loaves,  and  treo  small  fishes  t  yet  every  one  of  the 
five  thousand  hungry  souls  ate  as  much  as  he 
would.  What?  Was  theie  bread  enough  for 
them  all  ?  Was  none  obliged  to  do  without  ?  As¬ 
tonishing  !  !  All  ate  to  the  full,  and  see  the 
FRAGME.-VTS ! !  Now,  think  you,  will  the  bread 
of  eternal  life  fail  ?  "  Oh,  thou  of  little  faith  ; 

wherefore  didst  thou  doubt  ?’’ 

"  We  have,  indeed,  heard, '*  says  one,*"  there  ia 
bread  enough  in  Joseph’s  store  house;  but  it  is 
a  great  way  off,  and  of  great  price;  how  can  we 
go  and  buy  ?’’  Not  so,  either:  it  is  the  free  gift 
of  a  benevolent  parent,  who  wishes  us  to  eat, 
drink,  and  be  merry.  This  bt-ead— the  Gospel  of 
our  Lord  Jesus  Christ — "  is  nigh  thee,  even  id 
thy  mouth  and  in  thy  heart,  that  is  the  word  of 
faith,  which  we  preach.  That  if  thou  wilt  con¬ 
fess  with  thy  mouth  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and 
Shalt  believe  in  thy  heart  that  God  has  raised  him 
from  the  dead,  thou  shall  be  saved;  for  with  the 
heart  man  believeth  unto  righteousness,  and  with 
the  month  confession  is  made  unto  salvation." 
Dost  thou  hunger  and  thirst  for  righteousness  ? 
Come  to  Jesus  and  thou  shall  be  filled.  "The 
spirit  and  the  bride  say,  come  ;  and  let  him  that 
hearethsay,  come;  and  whosoever  will,  let  him 
come,  and  take  of  the  water  of  life  freely.”  ft 
costs  nothing.  "  Ho !  every  one  that  ihirsteth, 
come  ye  to  the  waters,  and  he  that  hath  no  mon¬ 
ey,  come  ye,  buy  and  eat;  yea,  come  buy  wine 
and  milk,  without  money  and  without  piice."  "  In 
the  last  day,  that  great  day  of  the  feast,  Jesus 
stood  and  cried.  If  any  man  thirst,  let  him  come 
unto  me  and  drink.”  “  Whosoever  shall  drink  of 
the  water  that  I  shall  give  him,  shall  never  thirst; 
but  the  water  that  1  shall  give  him  shall  be  in 
him  a  well  of  water,  springing  up  into  eternal 
life."  This  is  the  "  river,  the  streams  whereof 
make  glad  the  city  of  our  God.  ’  It  was  opened 
by  love,  and  is  supplied  by  love~the  boundless 
and  eternal  love  of  God.  Can  you  exhaust  this 
fountain  ?  Will  the  waters  of  life  fail  ?  Can  you 
quaff  dry  this  swelling  river  ?  Never  entertain 
such  a  tnougbl !  no,  never.  For  see,  it  is  more 
boundless  than  the  briny  ocean— it  bat  neither 
bottom  nor  shore  ! 

"But  I  am  afraid  this  bread  will  not  answer 
the  purposes  of  life.  Is  it  |)ossible  it  can  salisfj 
my  appetite  ?  Is  it  possible  it  can  prevent  the 
gnawings  of  hunger?"  Yet,  oh  yes;  God  hath 
said,  "  I  will  abundantly  bless  her  provision ;  I 
will  satisfy  her  poor  with  bread  :  1  will  also  clothe 
her  priests  with  salvation,  and  her  saints  shall 
shont  aloud  with  joy.”  "  Ob,  thou  of  Kttle  faith, 
wherefore  didst  ibou  doubt  ?’’ 

"  But  if  I  eat  it  will  only  answer  my  purpose 
for  a  little  time,  and  I  shall  hunger  again."  What, 
hath  not  Jesus  said,  "  He  that  coinetb  Ip  me 
shall  never  hunger,  and  he  that  believeth  on  me 
shall  never  thirst."  Again,  "  Whosoever  caieth 
my  flesh  and  drinketh  my  blood  hath  eternal  life  : 
For  my  flesh  is  meat  indeed  and  my  blood  is 
dtink  indeed."  Not  his  literal  flesh,  friends  ;  it 
is  not  his  literal  flesh  that  he  would  have  us  eat  : 
that  would  be  no  better  than  the  flesh  of  any 
other  man  :  it  is  his  doctrine  which  he  would 
have  us  leceive  into  onr  hearts,  and  practice  in 
our  lives.  "  The  flesh  profiteth  nothing  :  the 
words  that  I  speak  unto  you  are  spirit,  and  they 
aio  life.”

and  tracts;  adequate  support  of  periodical  jiiib-  j 
hcaiions — these,  and  other  means,  were  largely  I 
spoken  of,  and  an  ardent  desire  was  manifested 
that  we  might  give  diligent  heed  thereto.  | 

At  a  late  hour  I  retired  to  test ;  and  scarcely  [ 
liad  I  fallen  asleep,  when  I  was  visited  by  the  an- ! 
gel  of  dreams,  and  was  immediately  subject  to  | 
his  influence. 

‘•I  will  shave  myself,”  said  I,  ”  for  I  shall  pre¬ 
sently  have  company — and  personal  neatness  ! 
must  be  attended  to.”  | 

The  usual  preparations  being  made,  1  took  a  | 
paper  from  a  large  number  that  were  piled  on  my 
table,  and  was  in  the  act  of  tearing  it,  when  a 
voice  cried  ”  Stop!”  Instantly  1  dropped  it,  and 
said,  ”  Who  is  it  that  thus  addresses  me  in  my 
own  premises?” 

‘•it  is  I,”  responded  the  paper;  “and  if  thou 
wilt  hearken  a  few  moments,  I  will  tell  thee  why

Being  disposed  to  lend  a  willing  ear  whenever 
assured  that  a  reason  is  forthcoming,  1  sat  down, 
and  requested  the  speaker  to  proceed.

And  thou  wilt  also  discover  that  1  can  so  speak 
to  the  righteous  as  to  encourage  their  hearts;  so 
converse  with  the  sinner  as  to  turn  him  from  the 
error  of  his  ways ;  and  so  address  the  mourner  as 
to  dry  the  tear  of  sorrow  and  hush  the  sigh  of 
grief.  Nevertheless,  thou  wert  about  to  destroy 
me !” 

“  Thou  hast  not  overrated  thy  ability,”  said  I ; 
“  but  thou  hast  accomplished  the  work  allotted 
thee.  Thou  hast  told  me  all  thou  eanst  tell ;  and 
since  1  must  needs  have  shaving  paper,  why 
shouldst  thou  object  to  being  used  in  that  way  ?” 

“  Because  in  destroying  me,  thou  art  despising 
the  day  of  small  things.  For  a  single  penny  thou 
canst  supply  thyself  with  white  (and  therefore 
tongueless)  paper  many  weeks ;  and  by  sending  me 
on  a  missionary  tour,  I  may  be  the  means  of  sav¬ 
ing  at  least  one  soul  from  death— and  thou 
shouldst  be  welcome  to  the  reward.” 


“  But  whither  should  I  send  thee  ?”  said  1. 

“  Send  me  whithersoever  thou  wilt — but  only 
send — for  thou  canst  not  send  amiss.  Thousands 
of  thy  brethren  in  the  human  family  are  groaning 
in  darkness  and  wo.

Thessalonians.  The  epistle  to  the  Thessa- 
lonians  was  written  by  the  apostle  Paul,  to  the 
church  in  Thessalonica.  It  was  written  at  Cor¬ 
inth,  A.  D.,  52,  and  is  therefore  the  oldest  writing 
of  any  Christian.  We  shall  consider  these  epis¬ 
tles  in  the  order  of  time  in  which  they  were  writ¬ 
ten. 

Thessalonians  ii:  18.  ‘‘But  satan  hindered 
us.” 

We  observe  once  again,  that  the  term  satan 
signifies  an  adversary,  an  opposer,  or  an  obstruc¬ 
tion  of  any  kind.  And  here  we  see  the  apostle 
applies  it  to  the  persecuting  Jews.  When  Paul 
was  at  Berea,  preaching  the  Gospel,  be  intended 
to  have  gone  thence  to  Thessalonica,  but  a  com¬ 
pany  of  Jews  came  from  Thessalonica  and  stirred 
up  the  people  against  him,  so  that  he  was  obliged 
to  flee  to  Athens,  and  therefore  Satan  or  the  ad¬ 


versary,  hindered  him  from 
loniua.

j  us  to  sujipose  that  the  soul  or  the  spirit  can  sub¬ 
sist  without  the  body,  than  that  what  is  hereulled 
soul,  can  subsist  without  the  spirit,  or  the  spirit 
without  the  soul.  Dr.  James  Macknight,  a  firm 
i  believer  in  the  immortality  of  the  soul,  gives  tbs 
same  view  of  the  passage  and  says,  the  meauins

2  Thess.  i:  5.  “  Which  is  a  manifest  token  of 
i  the  righteous  judgment  of  God.”  That  is,  the 
Thessalonians  by  the  patience  with  which  they 
endured  afllictions  and  persecutions,  had  proved 
themselves  worthy  of  the  kingdom  of  Qod,  and 
also  God'S  righteous  judgment,  in  calling  them 
to  his  kingdom.  See  Macknight. 
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THE  JUSTICE  OF  GOD. 

By  those  who  oppose  the  doctrine  of  a  world's 
salvation,  it  is  often  aflirmed  that  “  the  Almighty 
is  a  being  of  inflexible  justice.”  Now  there  is 
not  a  professing  Christian  of  any  deaoiDinatidn 
who  will  deny  that  the  position  here  laid  downii 
good ;  although  it  may,  perhaps,  be  made  to  ap¬ 
pear,  that  those  professing  Christians,  who  bars 
the  most  to  say  in  reference  to  the  justice  of  Qod, 
are  the  last  to  admit  that  that  very  justice,  for 
whose  claims  they  suppose  themselves  to  be  so 
tenacious,  will  ever  have  its  due. 

From  the  fact  that  God  is  just,  our  opposen 
imagine  that  they  have  a  powerful  argnment 
against  the  doctrine  of  universal  grace  and  hap¬ 
piness.  But  how  so,  inquires  the  reader?  1  an¬ 
swer,  and  I  will  give  it  in  their  own  words— “Mao 
has  violated  the  law  of  God  ;  the  penalty  of  which 
law  is  endless  death.  By  repentance  and  a  con¬ 
formity  to  the  conditions  of  the  Gospel,  while 
here  in  his  probationary  stale  of  existence,  b* 
has  the  promise  of  forgivetsess  and  life  everlaii- 
ing.  But  a  neglect  on  the  part  of  the  creatnn 
to  comply  with  the  preferred  mercy  will  forever 
seal  bis  fate,  and  bis  portion  will  be  with. the 
hypocrite.” 

From  this  it  must  appear  evident  to  the  reader,

“AWAKE  THOU  THAT  SLEEPEST.” 

When  we  look  out  upon  the  religious  world, 
and  behold  the  zeal  with  which  the  different  de¬ 
nominations  labor  to  advance  the  cause  they 
have  embraced,  we  can  not  but  be  struck  with 
surprise  at  the  marked  difference.  Some  labor 
with  unceasing  efforts  to  spread  the  truth,  as  they 
believe  it,  and  lo  make  proselytes  to  help  carry 
on  the  work ;  others  are  more  lax,  striving  but 
little  to  advance  their  cause,  while  another  cl.iss 
are  almost  wholly  inactive,  or  they  net  only  as 
opportunity  may  chance  to  present.  Now,  1  say 
this  difference  of  zeal  strikes  us  with  surprise, 
and  I,  for  one,  am  hardly  able  to  account  for  it. 

I  have  often  noticed  that  men  when  they  were 
laboring  for  a  valuable  prize,  would  apply  them¬ 
selves  with  more  zeal,  than  when  they  expected  } 
to  obtain  a  prize  of  but  little  value.  For  instance, ! 
I  have  seen  several  individuals  engaged  in  the ' 
same  field,  each  receiving  different  wages,  and  as  j 
a  general  thing,  those  who  expected  the  highest  jl 
pay  were  the  most  ready  to  perform  their  tasks.  |j 
And  it  seems  to  me  we  should  expect  to  see  the  ji 
same  spirit  in  religious  matters !  but  alas  what  || 
is  the  fact  ?  The  very  reverse  of  this.  We  see  i 
some,  who  expect  for  their  labor  and  service  ren-  j 
dered  to  God,  to  reap  continual  pain  and  disnp- 
pointment  here,  and  it  may  be  everlasting  misery  j 
hereafter,  but  they  manifest  the  most  zea!  in  their  |j 
cause;  others  who  expect,  by  well  doing,  to  re-'i 
ceive  happiness  here,  and  an  uncertain  reward  | 
after  deiith,  are  less  zealous  though  their  reward 
is  greater  than  the  first;  but  a  third  class,  who  ^ 
believe  that  by  serving  the  Lord,  loving  his  cha¬ 
racter,  and  obeying  his  precious  Gospel,  they 


shall  be  happy,  and  free  from  trouble  and  misery  11 
brought  upon  them  by  sin  in  this  world,  and  that  j| 
pod  in  his  goodness  will  bestow,  the  gift  of  im-jl 
mortal  life  upon  all  mankind,  are  but  passively  j 
engaged  in  spreading  heaven’s  truth  among  men,  > 
notwithstanding  their  reward  is  the  greatest  of 
them  all.  | 

The  reader,  doubtless,  begins  to  see  the  object ' 
of  this  article,  and  fo  divine  who  are  meant  by  :j 
the  third  class  referred  to.  I  mean  none  other  I 
than  the  denominarion  lo  which  we  belong,  vi/,.,  jj 
Univcrsalists.  It  is  a  fact,  of  which  I  feel  not  at  li 
all  proud,  that  in  many  places  we  lack  sufficient!; 
zeal.  We  do  not  feel  the  need  of  engaging  witli ' 
our  whole  souls,  in  the  cause  of  the  blessc<l  I 
Gospel  as  we  ought,  or  in  trying  to  support  the  I 
preached  word  in  our  midst,  that  others  may  see  i 
the  goodness  of  God,  and  be  led  to  praise  liim.  j 
We  do  not  feel  the  benefit  to  be  derived  from  the  j 
Gospel  sufficiently,  or  in  listening  to  the  preach- 1 
ed  word  from  Sabbath  to  Sabbath.  We  do  not  j 
see  virtue  languish  in  our  midst  from  neglect,  or 
our  children  growing  up  to  spend  the  Sabbath  in  j' 
idleness,  to  forget  ilieir  Bibles,  and  to  take  the  | 
name  of  God  in  vain.  With  how  much  projiriely  j 
then,  may  the  wdrds  which  head  this  article  be  j 
applied  lo  us.  Awake  thou  that  slecpest,  for 
already  have  our  slumberings  upon  this  important 
subject  been  too  long.  Let  us  come  forth  to  a 
newness  of  life,  for  this  is  a  duty  we  owe  our¬ 
selves  and  our  God. 

We  profess  to  believe  in  a  God  «vho  is  all  good¬ 
ness,  love  and  mercy,  and  who  will  by  no  means 
clear  the  guilty,  though  he  keepeth  mercy  for 
thousands;  wo  profess  to  believe  that  our  faith 
is  the  truth  of  Heaven,  and  is  fitly  calculated  to 
satisfy  every  want  of  man  in  wliatever  situation 
he  may  be  placed  ;  we  believe  that  God  is  the 
Friend  of  man,  and  will  finally  bring  him  home 
to  his  own  right  hand,  to  enjoy  his  presence  for¬ 
ever  more  ;  "  that  every  knee  shall  bow  and  eve¬ 
ry  tongue  confess,  that  Jesus  Christ  is  Lord  to 
the  glory  of  God  the  Father;’’  and  in  view  of 
these  truths,  how  can  we  justify  ourselves  in  neg¬ 
lecting  to  spread  this  glorious  Gospel  in  our 
midst.  Hotv  can  we  thus  rest  inactive,  and  see 
error  spreading  around  us  without  a  check.  O, 
brethren,  if  we  have  a  faith  let  us  manifest  it  by 
our  works ;  let  us  unite  our  efforts,  renew  our 
zeal,  and  strive  to  propagate  the  Gpspel,  and 
spread  it  abroad  as  much  as  lays  m  our  power. 
Let  us  have  the  word  dispensed  in  our  midst, 
whenever  their  is  an  opportunity.  Though  the 
year  is  far  spent,  let  us  occupy  what  there  is,  for 
by  entering  the  vineyard  even  at  a  late  hour,  we 
shall  not  lose  our  reward. 

But  perhaps  an  objection  may  arise  after  this 
manner.  Our  numbers  are  small,  and  we  can  do 
but  little,  besides  we  have  much  opposition  to 
meet.  Well,  if  wc  can  do  but  little,  let  that  little 
be  done,  for  it  is  an  old  and  true  proverb  that 
every  little  helps  a  little,  and  ?  continual  drop¬ 
ping  will  wear  a  stone.  So  a  little  effort,  if  it 
be  constant  and  well  directed,  will  wear  away 
prejudice,  and  strengthen  truth,  till  its  efforts 
shall  in  time,  be  mighty.  If  opposition  beset  us, 
be  not  disheartened  for  the  truth  will  prevail. 
Christ  and  his  followers  had  much  and  bitter  op¬ 
position  to  meet,  but  they  faltered  not  in  their 
course.  Neither  should  we,  but  let  our  oppo- 
sers  Know  that  we  love  the  truth,  and  are  deter¬ 
mined  to  have  it  propagated,  in  our  miJsi  as 
much  as  we  are  able,  if  it  be  but  once  or  twice  in 
a  year,  for  it  is  better  to  have  wholesome  food 
once  iu  a  week  than  to  feed  upon  husks  all  the 
time. 

But  another  objection  arises  thus.  We  have 
many  good  and  willing  friends,  but  no  convenient 
place  lo  hold  a  meeting.  This  is  truly  an  un¬ 
happy  circumstance,  but  have  we  not  some  school 
house  that  could  be  obtained,  or  some  ball,  if  so, 
there  is  the  place  to  meet  and  worship  God,  and 
let  us,  as  his  servants,  as  a  people  that  love  God 
because  he  first  loved  us,  occupy  such  a  place  as 
this.  We  learn  that  Christ  entered  into  houses, 
and  there  preached,  or  preached  under  the  broad 


canopy  of  heaven,  or  entered  into  the  splendid 
synagogue  as  opportunity  or  occasion  required.

As  I  have  before 
said,  let  us  if  possible  have  the  preached  word 
among  us,  if  not  let  us  meet  among  ourselves, 
that  the  truth  may  be  loved  and  spread  abroad. 
Let  all  who  believe  in  the  salv.'uion  of  ail  men. 
awake  to  newness  of  life  in  these  matteis,  strive 
to  have  the  truth  spread  more  widely,  that  ail 
men  may  have  reason  to  rejoice  in  the  Lord,  and 
be  made  partakers  of  the  heavenly  banquet  on 
earth. 

Finally,  whatever  means  are  employed  to 
spread  the  truth,  and  pull  down  the  middle  wall 
of  partition  among  men,  may  the  Lord  bless. — 
May  the  blessing  of  Heaven  attend  the  faithful 
minister  in  his  labors,  and  may  he  be  the  means 
of  extending  the  truth  over  the  earth,  and  may  all 
people  be  made  glad  in  the  salvation  of  the  Lord.

'I’his  e.xample  has  been  all  unheeded  too  long 
by  our  Partialist  brethren  in  the  ministry.  For  years 
they  have  been  praising  themselves  to  the  people— tef- 
iiig  of  their  great  desire  to  save  souls— of  their  iiiex 
tingnishable  love  of  sinners— of  what  they  would  do, 
what  they  would  give,  and  wh.it  they  would  sacrifice, 
(were  it  in  their  power,)  to  save  a  single  soul  from 
endless  sin  anil  wo.  .And  then,  to  enhance  their  bene¬ 
volence,  love  and  goodness  even  above  God’s  and 
Christ’s,  they  have  told  their  hearers  of  the  multitudes 
of  sinners  that  were  going  to  ruin,  whom  Christ  would 
sentence  to  endless  damnation  in  hell  at  the  day  of 
judgment,  and  whom  the  all  mighty  God  would  press 
down  with  the  weight  of  both  his  hands  in  irremedial 
sin  and  agony !  This  is  one  great  reason  why  there  is 
so  much  love  of -“the  dear,  good  preacher,”  and  so 
much  dread  and  terror  of  God  and  of  Christ,  among 
onr  Partialist  brethren.  Let  but  their  preachers  declare 
God  in  as  merciful  and  loving  a  light  as  they  have 
preached  themselves,  and  the  people  will  love  God  oa 
fervently  and  ns  deeply  as  they  now  love  the  preacher. 
I  do  hope  the  admonition  will  <be  regarded,  and  that 
this  great,  glaring,  almost  blasphetnou.s,  and  most  per¬ 
nicious  “  impropriety”  will  soon  be  utterly  done  away 
in  onr  Partialist  pulpits.  Indeed,  I  am  persuaded  that 
very  few  of  them  would  ever  have  fallen  into  it,  h.id 
they  seen  icin  its  proper  ligiit.  -But  blinded  by  tlmir 
creed — themselves  believing  God  to  be  the  stern,  vin¬ 
dictive  and  unlovely  being  to  sinners  that  they  say  be  is, 
it  followed  as  a  necessary  consequence  of  their  own 
love  and  piety  for  these  poor,  God-abhorred  beings, 
tliat  they  should  thus  preach  themselves,  and  nut  Jeans, 
nor  the  Father  of  mercies,  to  the  people.

sembly,  replied,  “  Ugh!  Indian  sleep  just  as  sound  un¬ 
der  a  tree,  and  not  pay  any  money !’’
